The laws and the Constitution pro- 
vide American methods for promptly getting rid of 
undesirable or unfaithful office-holders. There is 
not the slightest need of resorting to this imported 
and un-American (and we believe, unconstitutional) 
way of getting the wrong man out and the right 
man in. Here is a striking illustration of the value 
of the well-tried and long-proven systems devised 
by the founders of the American representative 
government. Public opinion forces Lanterman .to 
resign and the taxpayers save $25,000 that the fad- 
dists would have had them spend. 


E WAR CLOUD. 

The war cloud that has been hanging over this 
country and Japan more or less persistently for 
many months appears at last to be dispelled. The 
news from Tokio is that the Japanese government 
has actually taken the situation in hand, assuring 
peace by putting a stop to further emigration of its 
subjects to this country, Canada and Mexico. This 
emigration question was the specter that stalked 
the seas, threatening war; now that it is removed 
there is no other specter in view likely to cause 
friction even, not to speak of armed conflict. 

It will doubtless be accepted as a fact that Japan 
has receded from her belligerent attitude mainly 
for the reason that she is in no position to enter 
upon another war at present, and particularly a 
war against a power as strong as the United States. 
It is known to all the world that the island empire 
is overwhelmingly in debt. She is really quite 
bankrupt. Able as are her “elder statesmen” in al- 
most every way, they seem to have overstepped the 
demarcation line that stands between conservative 
financiering and the realm of the plunger. Japan 
isn’t big enough to have undertaken all that she 
has undertaken. She thought to do what smal! na- 
tions like Holland and England have done in the 
way of colonization and conquest without having 
taken into consideration that the earth and riparian 
water rights thereunto appertaining are consider- 
ably more fenced in now than they were a century 


ago. 

Notwithstanding, however, that it is mainly be- 
cause of her crippled finances that Japan has “taken 
water” on the emigration question, time is certain 
also to disclose that President Roosevelt's adminis- 
tration has had much to do with dispelling the long- 
threatened war cloud. ‘lime will tell that the move- 
ment of Admiral Evans’s flect was a part of the 
plan to impress Japan with the knowledge that the 
United States can fight if challenged and that we 
are able to fight in a way that means serious trou- 
ble for any foe who attacks us. But, aside from 
showing this to be true, history will one day write 
another glowing chapter in praise of the patient, 
peace-engendering, honest and candid diplomacy 
which has characterized the Roosevelt administra- 
tion from beginning to end. It is a diplomacy that 
had its birth in the great mind and the. great heart 
of John Hay, in whose illustrious footsteps William 
Howard Taft and Elihu moet have followed faith- 
fully. 

It is well to be tmbued with the martial spirit 
and to be ever willing and ready to fight for our 
country’s glory, her honor, and in her defense. It 


is spirit that we conceres and maintain now 


and forever, as our fathers before ea and 
maintained it. But it is far better that this spirit, 
splendid and vital as it is, should not be put to the 
test. Had war come about between our country and 


Japan the result would have been awful to contem-. 


plate. It would have been Armageddon. We would 
have conquered; we would have emerged from the 
conflict victorious. But, oh, at what cost! Untold 
thousands of Americans—our kindred, our sons, our 
brothers and our fathers—would have gone down 
to bloody deaths. Let us thank God that the war 


cloud is dispelled. 


UR IMMENSE IRON AND STEEL EXPORTS. 
In our export of iron and steel manufactures 
in 1907 another record was broken. The total was 
approximately $200,000,000, as compared with $63,- 
000,000 in 1897, and $16,250,000 In 1887, according to 
the figures of the Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor. 

Detailed figures for the full year 1907 are rot yet 
available, but comparing principal items of port 
during the eleven months ended November of the 
years 1897 and 1907, we have the following:

Some of the increases here shown are quite > ‘pe 
markable. For instance, structural iron and stvel, 
from $524,000 to $7,289,000; steel sheets and plates, 


from $141,000 to $3,944,000, and pumps and pump 
machinery, from $776,000 to $3,470,000. 
Other exports of iron and steel manufactures 


which exceeded $1,000,000 in 1907, but did not reach 
$3,000,000, were, in order as named, firearms, cast- 
ings, iron sheets and plates, cash registers, wire 
nails, stationary engines, steel billets and ingots, 
printing presses, pig iron, wood-working machinery, 
stoves and ranges, shoe machinery, windmills and 
bar iron. Machinery (all kinds) forms about $95,- 
000,000 of the $200,000,000 total for 1907. 

It is also to be noted that a number of the arti- 
cles named are additions of recent years to our ex- 
port list, such as electrical machinery, metal-work- 
ing machinery, wood-working machinery, wind- 
mills, mining machinery, cash registers, shoe ma- 
chinery and pipes and fittings, whose combined 
share of the 1907 eleven months’ export was $41.- 
00 000. All of these articles employ high-class la- 
bor freely, necessitating very large disbufsements 
for the wages of American workmen, native and 
adoptei. Ten years ago these particuiar exports 
were not large enough to warrant a separate classi- 
fication. Further, in many of the staple articles in 
the from and steel schedule the growth during the 
past decade has been fully three times as great as 
that of the preceding half century. The other ad- 
vances speak for themselves in the above compara- 
tive list of exports in 1897 and in 1907. 

The distribution of our iron and steel exports is 
chiefly to the industrial centers of Europe and to 
the comparatively undeveloped sections of Canada, 
the Orient and Centra) and South America.

and ingots, electrical machinery, sewing machines, 
typewriters, and pipes and fittings. In each case 
the increases in 1907 over 1897 are large, though 
some articles show slight decreases from their totals 

What a vindication of American Republican poli- 
cles—our export trade growing at this rate while we 
protect our own industries and our own wage-earn- 
ers and our own markets with a high tariff! 


ITY FINANCES. 

The exhibition in Sunday's Times of the pe- 
cullar management of municipal finances empha- 
sizes a fact which The Times has often presented 
to public attention, namely, that honorable business 
men, when put into city offices, do not apply the 
same principles to the management of public affairs 
upon which they conduct their personal concerns. 
Here is a rich city temporarily hard up, unable to 
meet urgent demands, and at the same time there 
are several hundred thousand dollars tied up in 
funds which cannot be utilized for pressing needs. 
The municipal expense account has been recklessly 
swollen and many unnecessary tax-eaters have been 
added to the pay rolls. In the building of a section 
of a sewer almost three times the amount contem- 
plated has been spent as a result of the expansive 
and expensive ideas of the Board of Public Works. 
Often has The Times pointed out the causes of this 
municipal disease and the remedy. .Our city gov- 
ernment is composed, on the whole, of honest and 
well-meaning men: but there is too much considera- 
tion given to the alleged “claims” of wards and 
sections; too much heed is paid to the noise of a 
few agitators who seem to create the impression 
that one croaking frog in the pond is a million of 
‘em; there is too much fear that the demagogues 
and boomers will start a “recall” petition and hu- 
miliate a Councilman unless sectional demands for 
all sorts of expenditures are complied with. It 
seems to be impossible for the members of even a 
“business men’s administration” to divorce them- 
selves from. politics or to refrain from catering to 
the noise-makers and self-seeking mountebanks who 
force themselves to the front. This tendency of 
Councilmen to seek to make themselves solid with 
anybody and everybody pretending to have influ- 
ence, was displayed in a most illuminating manner 
in the recent appointments to the charter commis- 
sion, wherein the “body of the people” was ignored, 
and a large share of the appointments was farmed 
out to the labor unions and the humbug “Voters’ 
aun imaginary orgatiization composed al- 
most wholly of a few mischief-makers who foist 


themselves into notoriety by falsely representing 


that they are a large club or league of “voters” of 
the city. Would the manager of a private corpora- 
tion stuff his pay rolls and appropriate large sums 
of money for works in this section of the city and 
that merely at the behest of a handful of politicians 
or of a few loud-mouthed agitators and mischief- 
makers? Would he select men of this type to de- 
vise ways and means for the better conduct of his 
business’? 


VEAT EMPTOR. 
All who “buy and sell and get gain” should 
study carefully the legal maxim which heads this 
article. It is in our tongue an advice to the buyer 
o “look before he leaps” into what he thinks a bar- 
er pig in a poke” is a safe speculation compared 
with a “dead horse sale” where the equine is en- 
cased in a box. The buyer who takes a peep beneath 
the lid before he parts with his hard-gotten gains, 
or in default follows the custom of the Chinese auc- 
tion afd makes the lowest bid, shows excellent busi- 
ness sense. Buying the defunct equine is very like 
buying a mine. The judicious Investor pays for the 
ore in sight and little for what may or may not lle 
unseen. Ata dead horse sale the man who bids the 
‘walue of the “package” is safe. The other fs betting 
on the turn of a card, even where the dealer knows 
what is on the bottom of the pack and has fingers 
deft enough to turn it while you watch, and wait, 
too.

“Babette” is. so far, the largest un- 
dertaking of Healy's Opera Company. 

It was dominated last night by the 
sliver voice of Aida Hemmi-—a matter 
for which the auditors seemed de- 
youtly thankful. As a whole, the pro- 
duction reflects much credit upon its 
makers. There are minor ‘laws and 
two or three notable delinquencies, but 
it must be remembered that selecting 
a cast for the firet presentation was a 
matter occupying the attention of 
several epecialists for many weeks, 
following which came three znonths of 
steady reheersal. This time the piece 
has had, 4n all, five days of prepara- 


tion. 

“Rabette” is one of the Herbert- 
Smith undertakings, and is unwonted- 
ly ambitious in form. The music is 
tuneful, occasionally of depth and 
power and frequently abounding in 
light and dainty passages. 

The piece is laid in the Low Coun- 
tries, and also in France, during the 
seventeenth century, thus getting away 
from the established beaf of the comic 
opera patrolman. It concerns the 
usual people of the lyric stage, and the 
remantic tenor, the bluff soidier. the 
comic civiliar and the idly warbling 
populace are unmistakable. 

Like most of the comic opera prod- 
ucts of the present day, this piece has 
a-hard time getting anywhere, and 
much of ite dislogue and action seems 
futile. Originaiity is apparent in some 
of the scenes, while others «are faith- 
ful replicas—votably one entrance tin 
the second act, where Leoncavallo cer- 
tainiy has grounds for an infiingement 
claim. But I suppose if you press this 
idea of tnvention too closely, Leonco- 
vallo, in turn, might be besieged by 
Thomas, the latter quite effectually 
claiming that some of the effectiveness 
of “Pagiiacci’ ‘was drawn from an en- 
trance scene in “Mignon.”

John the Interpreter of Christ. 

At the First Congregational Church, 
Rev. William Horace Day, D.D., 
preached last night on “John As the 
Interpreter of Christ.” 

“During four evenings we have 
, studied John and the fourth gospel, 
John the convert of Christ, John the 
‘friend of Christ and tonight we are 
to take up the last period of his life as 


the interpreter of Christ. The early 
ot. this 
apuetic at Ephesus, that center of 


Christianity after the fall of Jerusalem 
and before Rome had become the cap- 
ital of the faith. We learn that John 
continued to supervise the churches of 
Asia till the days of Trajan, when he 
died and was buried in the Ephesian 
church. We are told he published a 
gospel while he resided in Ephesus in 
Asia, and that this gospel was written 
at the request of his disciples to re- 
fute the many heresies which clam- 
ored for recognition. 

“The last verse of the twentieth 
chapter of the gospel tells us the pur- 
pose for which it was written. “These 
‘are written that ve may believe that 
| Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God 
jand that believing, ye may have life in 
|His name.’ John’s interpretation of 
‘Christ has a doctrinal reason and a 
practical one. He seeks to give men 
the right interpretation of Christ in 
| order that through Him they may 
have life. In the death in the desert, 
Mr. Browning has depicted John, the 
aged, telling his followers the result 
adopting his interpretation: 

“I say thy acknowledgment of God 

. In Christ 
Accepted oy thy reason, solves for thee 
All questions of the earth and out of it, 
And has so far advanced thee to be 
wise.’ 

“It is the poet's recognition that he 
who can accept John's interpretation of 
\Jesus as the Christ, has found the 
true way to the life of the mind. Even

“But the phrase is apt to remind us 
that very recently the so-called Gos- 
pel has been understood to be synony- 
mous with terrorism, with credalism, 
anti-natgraliem, and with ‘other- 
worldliness.’ 

“The ethical note in religion; the 
emphasis upon character; the resort to 
education as the true process of soul 
training: the «ttempt to correiate relig- 
ion with science, social, industrial, ra- 
cial activities; the idea of immanence of 
God, the presentation of the ‘essential 
Christ,’ all these are distinctively mod- 
ern, antithetic, to the once dominant 
type of revivajism, and reflecting the 
aspiration for realism and for a truly 
scientific faith. 

“Is it proposed to disdain all these, 
and go back to a system of scaring, 
bribing, hypnotizing men with ac- 
quiescence? There is still ignorance 
and credulity enough in the world to 
make the effort numerically success- 
ful, but can any sane person doubt that 
the final result must be reaction and 
revolt against religion itself? 

“And what lies in this phrase, ‘a 
whole Bible?’ Does it cloak an as- 
sumption of superiority to the reverent 
research which has shattered a fetich 
to be sure, but given us instead a liv- 
ing Word? Or is it, perhaps unaware, 
that Bible criticism is as much the 
pursuit of the devout and be as 
of the cynic and secular? 

“It may be taken for granted that 
many of the pastors who are codperat- 
ing with this movement understand 
that the ‘wholeness’ of the Bible—in so 
far as that implied a uhiform, infalli- 
ber texture threughout—has been hope- 
lessly shattered. The revelation is 
progressive and the highest disclosure 
necessarily supplants the more elemen- 
tary and partial ones. 

“There are still many unsettled prob- 
lems of authorship, text, date, etc, 
pending whose ution, it is incum- 
bent upon true faith to go slow in its 
ex-cathedra proclama- 
tions. 

“The talk of ‘taking it just as it 
reads’—thus, literally in every part—is 
balderdash, since thus taken the Book 
is a tangle of cross-purposes and con- 
tradictions. Aimost every heresy, in- 
iquity, falsehood can find its text to 
quote. 

. task of adjustment is not one 
for mere childlike trust to cope with, 
but calls for courageous, unwearible 
scholarship. 

“The day of verbalism, ‘symbolism, 
fetichism, has passed. The Bible is a 
new book, far greater than the idol 
which it has displaced. But this does 
not mean that the Bible is really con- 
fused and inconsistent; but rather that 
it becomes more lucid and e us 
under competent handling. 

“Now, I do not ask that questions 
like these should be as suca 
in the revival; but only that the move- 
ment should not stultify itself by cheap 
sneers at the mere thought of progress 
and scholarship.

KEEPS PREMIER JUMPING. 


Plot to Overthrow Portuguese Mon- 
archy, Although Believed Sup- 


pressed, Excites Officials. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESsS—P M.} 

LISBON, Jan, 26.—Although the gov- 
ernment apparentiy is master of the 
situation, much nervousness is manft- 
fested in official circles, following the 
plot to overthrow the monarchy and 
establish Portugal as a republic. 

Premier Franco, upon the advice of 
the police, sleeps each night in a dif- 
ferent house, surrounded by cavalry. 
The police have discovered a number 
of places where revolvers and hombs 
have been stored by the conspirators, 
and there weapons have been seized. 

Troops, police and customs corps 
have been assigned to barracks read 
for any emergency.

SK UNCLE SAM 
TO BUILD HOME. 


MOVE FOR FEDERAL STRUCTURE 
IN PHOENIX, 


Attention Is Called to Statement 
That the Territory Has Received 
no Federal Money in Way of Build- 
ing Operations, but New Mexico 
Has Been Treated With Liberality. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 2%.—It is a 
notable fact that Arizona has never 
received a cent of Federal money in the 
way of building appropriations, though 
New Mexico bas a public building at 
Santa Fé¢, an eppropriation for another 
at Albuquerque and has recciyed as- 
sistance in the building of the Terrtt- 
torial Capitol. In Phoenix are ten 
Federal offices, paying about $7000 a 
year rental. Bome effort now is being 
made to secure an appropriation of at 
least $150,000 for a new building, on 
which the present rental will pay 
about 4% per cent. per annum. It is 
understood that Delegate Mark Smith 
has introduced a bill appropriatin 
$90,000 for the purchase of a site an 
for a public bullding at Nogales, for 
the.use of the Federal offices at that 
point, and it is stated that he will also 
introduce bill« for public buildings at 
Phoenix and Tucson.
